Some of these say that the McCook man never could 
have been nominated in a party convejitlon, made up of 
representativ e republicans and that he w ill hav e to get 
his v otes in November from the sam e sources that con­ 
tributed them in April. 
They are real ang ry and they 
want som ething done about it. 
In the First district the feeling Is one of chag tln

"It is the g reatest demonstration ever made of the 
pos.stblllty of uniting and m aintaining peace am ong t ie 
v arious fam lllesvof mankind, by apply ing to their prob­ 
lem s the Idtvils of freedom, justice, sy m pathy end con- 
nion sense." 
W hether y ou adndre tho British empire or not, it 
must he admitted there is ample food for reflocBon M» 
those statem ents. 
(. erlalnly the ideal held forth by Mi. 
Thomas Is worthy of the most serious consideration and 
thought. 
Certainly no firmer foundations of a com ­ 
monwealth could be found than "freedom, justice, sy m p­ 
athy and cmnmon .sense.” Every great strug g le In which 
human blood has drenched the soil has had for Its 
origin the denial of som e of the priceless principles of 
freedom, and justice. 
Most wars hav e resultPd from a 
lack of sy m pathy and common sense.

lion have defectiv e hearing; a million hav e activ e tuber­ 
culosis; a quarter m illion hav e org anic heart trouble and 
three to fiv e million ore underfed. 
Naturally it Is proposeiL to focus attention on the 
need of pay ing more attention to children’s health. Tho 
ideal of strong and phy sically perfect g enerations of 
children Is a glorious one in this nation. Yet, this cam ­ 
paign should be directed towards the home and mothers 
and fathers.

It is not rcctwded, 
however, 
that in that interv iew w ith the pope 
Mr. Sloan made any arrangement for 
g etting into the United States senate 
for the purpose of turning the g ov ­ 
ernm ent ov er to Rome.

g ether probable that a number of 
eiem ents entered into the defeat of 
Mr. Sloark and that no one cap J ust-

place where the observer is on the 
globe.

For this purpose w’e have to com ­ 
pare the local time at any place with 
the time Indicated at the sam e .ab­ 
solute moment on some fixed m eri­ 
dian. chosen by common consent as a 
base. 
The fixed, or First, meridian 
selected by nearly all mariners is that 
of Greenwicli. 
Longitude i.s angular 
distance west or east of Greenwich.

earth is 360 degrees, while the time 
distance around the earth, trieusured

Dutch Colonial houses hav e 
enjoyed considerab le popular­ 
ity with home b uilders in the 
last few y’ears. It is a distinc­ 
tiv e and pleasing type, when 
not ov erdone, b ut carried out 
with due regard for its proto-1 
types.
